Tbe AaarxallM Mill. 

Tbe annexation bill was Introduced 
lo tbe Legislature on Monday night by 
Senator BacbaUar of E ssex soosty. Tbe 
bill was prepared by Ualeey M. Barrett. 
It provides for tbe anoexstloo of tble 
town to tbe oity of Newark. Tbe bill la 
equipped with a referendum clause 
wblcb provides that tbe proposition 
meat be voted oo by tbe people of Bloom¬ 
field at tbe coming spring also lion If a 
majority of tbe people of tbto town 
ebali be In favor of anoexstloo, then tbs 
question goes to tba Mayor and Com¬ 
mon OounoU of Newarb for final dispo¬ 
sition. The referendum proposition to 
tbe HBt as that attached by tbe Essex 
Senator to the Vsilaburgb aunexaUon 
bill. 

Members ad tbe LegMIstur* bare been 
given te understand tbnt there will not 
be much opposition to tbe annexation 
plan. Bucb an tmprsealon la errooeooa. 
There to no dtopoling tbe reel that there 
to n decided opposition to annexation, 
sod the promoters of U know that they 
have to epeod a large amount of mooey 
to carry It through sad are prepared to 
do It. 

Hundreds of people within tbe peek 
faw days have expressed themselves 
as opposed to aonexattoa, sod bava an¬ 
nounced their Intention of voting against 
it. Tbs fact to tba people of Bloom told

on the city at large. When I bought 
rny prseeut residence tbe street was 
paved with cobble stones, wblcb contin¬ 
ually needed relaying oo accouot of the 
heavy traffic.
